The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SECTION 1. Chapter 354, general laws of 1864, en- Repealed. 
titled "an act authorizrng the governor to take care of 
the sick and wounded soldiers of Wisconsin, and ap-
propriating money out of the treasury for that purpose," 
is hereby repealed, and the secretary of state and treas-
urer are hereby directed to transfer the amount of 
money appropriated by said chapter, which remains 
unexpended, to the general fund. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

AN ACT to provide for a Rpecial election in the 6th senate 
district.

ing a state senator, to fill the vacancy occasioned by 
the death of the Hon. Jackson Hadley.
